PUBLIC  SCHOOL  WOBK 

The  quarterly  examinntion  of 
tbe  various  Hisses  in  our  Public 
Schools  have  been  in  progress  this 
week,  and  will  conclude  to-day, 
after  which  there  will  be  a  vacation 
of  one  school  week.  The  exami¬ 
nations  show  commendable  im¬ 
provement  and  efficiency  in  all  the 
departments.  The  results  will  be 
reported  to  parents  in  a  few  d*?*- 
One  of  the  examinations,  on 
Wednesday,  was  that  of  the  4th 
Claes,  High  School,  an  Ancient 
History.  The  result  wee  in  most 
respects  very  satisfactory.  -The 
questions  embraced  the  most  im¬ 
portant  facts  in  the  *  history  of 
Rome,  from  its  traditional  founda¬ 
tion  until  the  decline  of  the  re- 
iblic.

Sve  answers  in  writing,  without 
e  aid  of  books  or  notes.  In  Oc¬ 
tober  last,  when  this  branch  of 
study  was  taken  up,  there  was  a 
difficulty  in  awakening  interest, 
in  fact,  quite  the  reverse  of  enthu¬ 
siasm  in  the  class,  owing,  possibly, 
to  tbe  manner  in  which  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  ancient  histefy  is  treated 
in  text  books  One  of  the  School 
Trustees  who  chanced  to  be  pres¬ 
ent  at  a  recitation  undertook,  with 
tbs  co-operation  of  the  Principal 
and  pupils,  to  devise  some  changes 
in  the  mode  of  study,  the  effect  of 
which  began  to  manifest  itself 
at  once.  The  examination  shows 
excellent  results,  not  one  of  the 
class  having  failed  to  give  evidence 
of  thorough  application  and  bene¬ 
fit  Tbe  practical  result  is  seen  in 
the  answers  given  to  the  last  ques¬ 
tion,  which  was  not  intended  to  bei 
so  much  a  teat  of  scholarship  as  a 
stimulus  for  thought ;  a  drawing 
out,  from  the  three  months*  •tudy, 
of  the  scholar  s  ability  for  aiwopaent 
and  reasoning.  We  give  below  tbe 
questions,  together  with  the  an¬ 
swers  given  by  one  young  lady 
of  this  class.
